EXPECT VOTE-TAKING 
TO CONSUME MONTH 


Dissatisfaction With Con- 
ferences on Wage Reduc- 
tions and Work Condi- 
tions Cited on Ticket. 


Cleveland, August 23.—Strike bal- 
lots for submission to 409,000 mem- 
bers of the “Big Four” railroad 
brotherhoods and the Switchmen’s 
Union of North America were being 
prepared at a joint conference here 
today of members of the executive 
committees, chief executives and 
assistant grand officers of the five 
organizations. 

When the conference adjourned 
late today the form of the ballot 
had not been definitely decided on. 
The conference Will be resumed to- 
morrow morning. 

In its present shape the ballot 
tells the union members of the un- 
satisfactory negotiationg held inthe 
past few months between brother- 
hood chiefs and railroad managers 
at conferences held in the west, 
southeast and east as to whether 
the railroads intended to ask for 
further decreases in wages, follow- 
ing the 12 1-2 per cent reduction 
handed down by the railroad labor 
board at Chicago June 1 and now 
in effect. whether the roads would 
geek the elimination of time and 
one-half for overtime and asks if 
the members are satisfied to con- 
tinue work under these conditions. 

Southwest Not Included, 

Executives of the southwestern 
roads did not meet with the chiefs. 

Chief executives of the five or- 
ganizations have been in conference 
here for several days on the situa- 


tile midnight call on Governor

Brandon’s wife, a slight but de- 
termined woman, spent months 
gathering evidence to support her 
contention that her husband, a con- 
vict, had been “framed.” Without 
money, often going hungry,’ she 
fought on after he had been aban- 
doned by his counsel in such heart- 
less manner that the attorney was 
later disbarred for deserting Bran- 
dén in the shadow of the chair. 

Tuesday afternoon for the first 
time, Mrs. Brandon cornered Gov- 
ernor Edward I, Edwards as he 
emerged from his offices. Sweeping 
forward in disregard of secretaries 
who tried to keep her from Ed- 
wards she seized him by the arm 
and with'dry, tearless eyes held the 
governor’s gaze. 

Only Asked Chance. 

“Governor,” she gasped, “you are 
executing an innocent man. All I 
ask is a chance to prove it.” 

Edwards features become more 
stern and he released his arm from 
the distracted girl's grasp. 

“I won't hear it,” he said. 
won’t hear anything about it.” 

Brandon got himself into the 
murder case unsuspected of connec- 
tion with the crime. He wrote a 
letter from his cell in a New York 
prison where he was serving a re- 
cently imposed sentence of nine 
years for burglary and carrying a 
gun. Thig letter told the New Jer- 
sey authorities that he could tell 
them who killed Miss Edith Jann 
and Arthur L. Kupfer, a betrothed 
pair, in Kupfer’s automobile on a 
lonely road near Rahway, N. J., on 
August 21, 1918. There was a re- 
ward of $500 for the conviction of 
the slayer. Brandon said _ that 
Charles Perchand, a fellow  pris- 
oner, had confided to him that he 
killed the couple. Both men weré 
extradited to New Jersey and Per- 
chand turned the tables on Bran- 
don by turning state’s evidence and

before September 1, under terms of 
a resolution adopted at a confer- 
ence in Chicago July 1 of the gen- 
eral chairmen of the organization.

Mrs. Brandon claimed to the last 
that Brandon had an alibi. Night 
and day for months she _ trudged 
about New York city, frequently 
walking long distances for lack of 
car fare. When. weak from hun- 
ger, interviewing people who might 
support the alibi, But by the time 
she had obtained evidence which 
might have reopened the case the 
time had expired within which 
Brandon might be granted a new 
trial. 

After her inte1view with 
wards Mrs. Brandon fainted. 

Brandon paused as he approach- 
ed the roped enclosure where the 
chair sits and began to read aloud 
in a very calm voice a statement 
prepared by himself, saying: “You 
are about to witness a terrible 
tragedy in the killing of an inno- 
cent man = 

The attendants seized him, ex- 
“Come on! come on!” 
forced him down, strapped him in, 
and shot three 1,900 volt shocks 
through his body. Five minutes 
later he was called dead.

Noted Swindler, 


Startles Paris, 
Then Disappears 


Harry Silverberg, Born in 
Atlanta, Reported on Way 
to United States. 


New York, August 23.—(Special.) 
After ten years of absence from the 
world, in so far as newspaper rec- 
ords show, Harry Silverberg, born 
in Atianta, and known as the great- 
est of international swindlers, has 
come into the limelight again. ac- 
cording to news dispatches from 
Paris. 

Stories from that city state that 
he appeared in Paris several months 
ago and representing himself as ex- 
Governor Folk, of Missouri, won the 
confidence and the support of busi- 
ness men and socia! leaders. At the 
very moment that he was enjoy- 
ing the success of the game he was 
playing he was caught, it is stated, 
in the act of swindilng big corpora- 
tions and wealthy women. Clever 
as he has always been, however, he 
managed to escape the consequences 
of his actions and is now reported 
to be on bis way to the United 
States.

NECESSITY SHOWN 
OF ASSISTING MEN 
IN FRENCH JAIL 


On Release From Prisons, 
Americans Must Leave 
Country Within 4 Days 
or Face Arrest Again. 


LETTER SENT HUGHES 
ASKING U. S. TO AID 


Charles N. Walker, of 
Churches’ Prison Com- 
mission, Tells of Steps 
Already Taken. 


Information from France to the 
effect that Americans leaving 
French civil jails, after completion 
of their sentences, must either leave 
that country within from four to 
eight days, or be thrown back into 
prison, has put new vigor into the 
efforts of the churches’ prison com- 
mission. to better conditions in 
France with regard to ex-soldiers 
in French civil jails. 


This was the statement made

Marietta street, who declares. the’ 
organization of .the opinion that the 
American government or sOme Amer- 
tcan agency should take immediate 
steps to help the situation. The 
information regarding the time limit 
in France for discharging prisoners 
came from the general secretary of 
Le Societe de Patronage des Pris- 
soniers Liberes, a French organiza- 
tion for the relitf and assistance of 
prisoners upon their discharge from 
jail. 

M. Matter, the secretary of that 
body, speaking officially, stated in 
a letter to. H. Cleveland Coxe, the 
representative in France. of the 
churches’ prison commission, that 
something should be done by Amer- 
fica to relieve this situation, since 
the policy of the French government 
limited individual action and made 
it necessary that profered assist- 
ance have the backing of either a 
government or some strong, well- 
known organization. 

Must Return to Jail. . . 

In addition to the fact that the 
French law requires’ discharged 
prisoners to leave the country with- 
in the few days after their release, 
the freedom of other Etiropean coun- 
tries is also forbidden them. -Thus, 
Mr. Walker pointed out, when an 
American is discharged from pris- 
on without funds, he has no other 
course than to remain his four days 
then be cast back into jail. 

Mr. Walker also brought out the 
point that the churches’ prison com- 
mission is making no effort to free 
the prisoners in French jails. Neith- 
er is there any criticism of the 
French government in the action be- 
ing taken, he said. The investiga- 
tion now being asked of the state 
department in Washington is mere- 
ly to ascertain what help may be 
given the Americans upon their re- 
lease, so that they may return to 
this country and at least have the 
opportunity of becoming good Amer- 
ican citizens again. 

He also stated that the commis- 
sion had no desire to help those 
Americans who had merely drifted 
to France, but that the movement 
was centered on aiding the men 
who had fought for the United 
States in the world war, and, dis- 
charged in France after the ar- 
mistice, had gotten into.trouble. Mr. 
Walker also said that if the men 
had criminal records before going 
to France and if indications were 
that they would never straighten 
themselves out into good citizens, 
it might not be wise to offer them 
the same aid and encouragement 
given the others, 

“Should Have Opportunity.” 

“But the men who fought for their 
country and now want to come back 
should have the opportunity,” he 
said. “It seems a pity that nothing 
has been done for them so far. Re- 
ports indicate that they are prac- 
tically isolated, since so far none 
of the American relief organizations 
in France have given them aid.” 

The state department in Washing- 
ton will be asked to secure from 
the consul in Paris and other 
French oities the lists of those 
Americans in French prisons, the 
crimes for which they were incar- 
cerated, and as much of their rec- 
ords before going to France as 
American soldiers as is sible to 
ascertain. This will be done in or- 
der to direct the efforts which will 
be made in the best channels. 

Letters have already been written 
to Secretary of State Charlies E. 
Hughes and Senators Harris and 
Watson, of Georgia, asking their aid 
in the program. The churches’ pris- 
on commission is an organization of

SLAIN AND FRIEND 
PUT BERIND BARS 


S. L. McCollum Tells Po- 
lice T. F. Johnson Met 
Death by the Accidental 
Discharge of a Pistol. 


VICTIM WAS PLANNING 
VACATION, HE CLAIMS 


McCollum Asserts That 
Johnson Had Borrowed 
Gun From Him and Was 
Examining Weapon. 


The old story of the “unloaded” 
gun added another chapter to its 
history of tragic acei ents Tuesday 
afternoon, and as a&€result T. F. 
Johnson, world war veteran, under- 
going vocational training at the 
Georgia School of Technology, is 
dead, while his friend and comrade, 
S. L. McCollum, a student at the 
same school, is being held at police 
station. 

The shooting occurred at 4:20 


o’clock in the room at 10 Cherry 
street of McCollum, whose home is 
in St. Augustine, Fla. He claims 
the death of his friend was due to 
an accident. 

Johnson, who roomed at 194 Plum 
street, was contemplating taking a 
vacation to the country. and had 
asked his friend to lend him a re- 
volver to take along, he said. They 
had gone £0 McCollum’s room to get 
md. it 2a 

ent 36 a 
Examines Pistol. 

Johnson picked up the pistol and 
was twirling it about his fingers, 
stated McCollum, adding that he 
thought he had left the gun un- 
loaded. Then came a_ shot and, 
turning around, he says, he saw 
Johnson stagger and fall to the 
floor. : 

McCollum said he was stunned 
for a moment, but quickly recovered 
and realized Johnson was badly hurt 
and called an ambulance. Death oc- 
curred while the victim was en 
route to the Georgia Baptist hos- 
pital. 

McCollum was arrested gehortly 
afterwards by detectives and is be- 
ing held at police station pending 
the coroner’s verdict, which prob- 
ably will be held Wednesday morn- 
ing. 

Johnson was a soldier in the army 
during the world war, was wounded 
overseas in action, and since the 
war has been a student in voca- 
tional training at Georgia Tech. He 
is a Macon boy, but has resided in 
Atlanta for a number of years and 
has several relatives here. 

Prisoner Wag in Navy. 

McCollum was in the navy duping 
the war, erving on a United 
States destroyer in the eubmarine 
zone. In February, 1918, he was 
a member of the crew of the ill- 
fated Jacob Jones, which went 
down by submarine fire-.in the 
North sea. McCollum was one of 
the nine survivors. 

About half-past three Tuesday aft- 
ernoon, he said, he was in a drug 
store near Georgia Tech’s grounds. 
There he saw Johneon talking with 
a girl who works in the store. He 
was discussing his contemplated va- 
cation. Seeing McCollum, Johnson 
called him over. 

“Still got your gun, 
is said to have asked. 

McCollum said that he still had 
it. and Johnson asked if he would 
lend it to him to take to the coun- 
try with him. 

He agreed to tend it to him. and 
together they went to the room to 
get it. There they had been talk- 
ing and enthusiaetically discussing 
the merits of guns, when McCollum 
said he heard a shot and his friend 
fell to the floor. 

Question Dying Man. 

McCollum stated that as Johnson 
was being placed in the ambulance, 
eeveral friends of both gathered 
around. One of them, he stated, 
seeing that the wounded boy was 
rapidly losing his strength, asked 
him if it had been an accident. 
Johnson, weak and rapidly losing 
consciousness, ig said to have nod- 
ded in the affirmative. 

McCollum Tuesday night stated 
that he wae extremely sorry and 
grieved at the fatal occurrence. 

“We were good friends.” he 
stated. “We had never had a quar- 
rel, but had always been on the 
best of terms. I knew Tom from 
the time I entered the vocational 
training school at Tech last May. 
We have been together r---- times. 
I was in the game class with his 
brother, who is also a student at 
the school.” 

No bond hase been fixed for the 
prisoner and he has not asked for

Had to Recover 
His OwnProperty 
Claims Salesman 


Chief Poole Denies Charge 
That Detectives Failed to 
Help in Search. 


Chief of Detectives A. Lamar 
Poole Tuesday denied statements 
made in a letter to The Constitu- 
tion from J. M. Brashear, a sales- 
man for a Tennessee concern, in 
which he charged two Atlanta de- 
tectives with laxity in duty in re- 
covering a stolen handbag and in 
apprehending the criminal respon- 
sible for the theft. 

The writer of the letter was in 
Atlanta a few weeks ago, and while 
here had a handbag containing a 
Corona typewriter and another fill- 
ed with clothes stolen from him in 
the Terminal station, 

The detectives, to whom he re- 
ported his loss, he charged, not only 
appeared loath to try to recover the 
stolen property, but did not seem to 
be interésted at all. Brashear sug- 
gested that the detectives visit the 
pawnshops, which they declined to 
do, saying this did not come under 
their duties. 

The victim thereupon made a 
search of the various pawn broker 
establishments himself, and finally 
recovered his stolen grip and type- 
writer at 38 Decatur street, he said, 
without, however, finding any trace 
of the other missing articles. 

In his letter to The Constitution 
Brashear says: 

“Some thirty hours later, or in the 
evening of the second day, one of 
the plain clothes men called on the 
party at 38 Decatur street and told 
him that he should not show any- 
One things or articles taken in with- 
out an order from the department, 
and made the remark to the young 
man who delivered the typewriter 
to me that I was so d— smart as to 
locate my typewriter, that I could 
locate my grip and personal bag- 
gage.” 

Chief Poole says his department 
exerted every effort to recover the 
stolen goods, and that his men are 
now seeking a man who is believ- 
ed to have stolen the goods and 
pawned them.

German Cabinet Approves 
Treaty at Special Ses- 
sion—Dresel to Sign for 
America. 


Berlin, August 23.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The peace treaty 
between the United States and Ger- 
many will be signed tomorrow. 

The cabinet gave the document 
final consideration at a special ses- 
sion early this evening, which was 
attended by President Ebert. 

The document will be signed by 
Ellis Loring Dresel, United States 
commissioner, and Dr. Friedrich Ro- 
sen, the German foreign minister, 
who has been empowered by Presi- 
dent Ebert, according to the Ger- 
man constitution, to affix his sig- 
nature in behalf of the German re- 


public. Mr. Dresel has received full 
credentials from the Washington 
government for signing. 

Beyond the statement that the 
treaty formally provides for _ the 
restoration of friendly relations and 
an immediate resumption of diplo- 
matic and consular intercourse be- 
tween the United States and Ger- 
many. no information was obtain- 
able tonight regarding the contents 
of the instrument. ,

After many vicissitudes, 
Silverberg went to Rohcester, N. Y. 
under the name of J. . Davis. 
There he married a beautiful young 
widow. Unforunately his money 
was tied up and his criminal career 
soon started. 

He was first arrested for passing 
a worthless check. Then several 
more. After his wife obtained a 
divorce he went to Europe and con- 
tinued his operations. He visited 
Venice where he met a countess, 
who introduced him to some of the 
best known families in Europe as 
JI. Coleman’ Drayton, son-in-law of 
Mrs. Astor. Wherever he went he 
war mentioned as an Astor and al- 
ways obtained large credit, 


Spent Many Thousands, 


He spent thousands of dollars on 
the countess until he was arrested 
for swindling a diamond merchant 
in Baden-Baden. He was sentenced 
to two years in prison. During this 
time the countess visited Paris, 
leading an adventurous life. Qhe 
met government officials and soon 
became possessed of their secrets 
which was the beginning of the 
conspiracy to convict Dreyfus. She 
later became the woman in tire fa- 
mous case. . 

When Silverberg was released 
from prison he was ordered to leave 
Germany. He came back to Amer- 
ica and in November, 1897, married 
Clara Barklow at San Antonio, 
Texas, under the name of J. Cole- 
man Drayton. He now represented 
himself as a cousin of the original 
Drayton and settléd in Denver. 
_It was not long before he began 
to move about the country. A po- 
litical speech he delivered so won 
Governor Thomas’s heart that he 
was appointed a commissioner in 
Colorado. Later he moved to Mon- 
tana, where he stumped for Sen- 
ator William A. Clark. Here again 
his oratorica) gift was disclosed and 
he interested the senator’s son in 
several ventures which proved dis- 
astrous for young Ciark but prof- 
itable for Silverberg.

Purchasers of deferred Western 


and Atlanfic rentals, which are to be 
sold by the state under authority 
of an act passed by the legislature 
at its last session, will not have to 
pay ad valorem tax on these se- 
curities, neither will the interest 
from the securities be subject to 
federal income tax, in the opinion 
of Secretary of State S. G. McLen- 
don, who investigated the matter 
Tuesday, in response to inquiries 
made by representatives of promi- 
nent financial interests. 

Secretary McLendon was the first 
to suggest this method of raising 
money with which to meet past due 
financial obligations of the state, and 
he declared Tuesday that he is con- 
fident that the entire issue will be 
sold to Georgia banking institutions. 
e governor advertised for bids 
on these securities to be submitted 
before September 1, 1921, in order to 
obtain information as to the denom- 
ination of the securities, the date of 
maturity desired and the _ total 
amount desired by each purchaser,” 
Secretary McLenden said. 


Time of Payment. 


“This step had to be taken first 
so that the governor could find out 
just what kind of manner the pur- 
chasers wanted to adopt in handling 
the securities,” he continued. ‘“‘One 
representative of large banking in- 
terests told me his cilents preferred 
them to fall due semi-annually. An- 
other told me his clients wanted 
them paid monthly. This shows the 
necessity of ascertaining just how 
the possible purchasers wanted the 
securities issued. It is also neces- 
sary to find out what denominations 
the purchasers want. and it was to 
obtain this information that the gov- 
rnor advertised for the bids.” 

In reference to taxation of the de- 
ferred rentals, Secretary McLendon 
said he had looked up court decisions 
covering the situation. He said these 
decisions clearly hold that the se 
curities are not subject to ad valo- 
rem tax, and that income from the 
securities is not subject to the fed- 
eral income tax. 

Relating to the state ad valorem 
tax, Secretary McLendon cited the 
following decision of the supreme 
court, handed down in 1907 in the 
case of Penick, tax collector, against 
Foster, executor: 

Not Subject to Tax. 


“The general rule is that public 
property and the various instrumen- 
talities of,zovernment are not sub- 
ject to axation. This immunity 
rests upon the most fundamental 
vrinciples of a government, being 
necessary in order that the functions 
of government not be unduly im- 


peded, and that the government be 
not forced into inconsistency of tax- 
ing itself in order to raise money to 
pay to itself.’’ 

In reference to the federal income 
tax feature, Secretary McLendon 


said the United States supreme court 
has held repeatedly that securities 
-of the state and its various instru- 
mentalities are not taxable.

Washington, August 23.—( By 
Constitution Leased Wire.)—The 
bureau of crop estimates, depart- 
ment of agriculture, will give par- 
ticular attention in compiling their 
reports of the cotton crop to the 
presence of the boll weevil and the 
lack of fertilizer, is the assurance 
of Leon Estabrook, associate 
chief of the bureau. 

Senator Harris, of Georgia, coms. 
municated with the bureau! at the 
request of President J. 8. Wanna- 
maker, of the American Cotton as- 
sociation, and today Mr. Estabrook 
gave Senator Harris a copy of his 
communication to Mr. Wannamaker, 
saying: 

‘T note you express the hope that 
the crop report will continue to pay 
particular attention to the presence 
of the boll weevil and the limited 
use of fertilizers this season. These 
and all other factors affecting the 
growth of cotton and the prospec- 
tive yield are always fully consid- 
ered by the crop reporting board. 
No change will be with respect to 
the regular procedure, and so long 
as the lack of fertilizer and the 
presence of the boll weevil consti- 
tute important factors in the crop 
this season, the facts will be given 
due prominence in the reports.”

REPORT ACTIVITY. 
OF BOLL WEEVIL 


Constitution Bureau, 
Raleigh Hotel. 

Washington, August 23.—(Special, 
By Constitution Leased Wire.)—Iin- 
dications of boll weevil activity in 
the northern part of Georgia as 
great as it was last year are found 
in a statement issued today by the 
director of research of the depart- 
ment of agriculture The report, 
which was compiled by entomolo- 
gists from North Carolina to Texas, 
indicated that the weevi] has, in 
general, been as active as the worst 
seasons of the past, covering new 
territory in north Georgia, South 
Carolina and a few counties in 
North Carolina. 

For the southern part of Geor- 
Sia, however, the report states, in- 
festation by the weevil has been 
less active on account of the dry 
weather had in June, which is said 
to be a partia] offset to the condi- 
tions prevailing in the other sed 
tions. The same condition holds 
true for the northern and southern 
divisions of the state of Alabama, 
the report stated. 

In Mississippi the damage is not 
general, but in Louisiana the activi- 
ty has been unusual, according to 
surveys of those states. In south- 
eastern and southwestern Arkansas, 
infestation is said to be very heavy, 
and in Oklahoma infestation heavy 
with a poor cotton condition. Texas 
reports the average loss from weevil 
activity estimated as “at least as 
great as’’ for last year. Arsenate 
poisoning in Louisiana and Texas is 
reported as successful but not suf- 
ficient to materially offset the 
total yleld. 

“To sum it up,” the report stated, 
‘it would seem that with a drought 
in a large part of Texas and un- 
usual weevil] activity in the northern 
part of the southeast and a ‘large 
part of the valley, where the bulk 
of the crop was made in 1920, with 
a reduction of 28.4 per cent in acre- 
age, and of 57 per cent in fertilizer, 
there is little doubt of a surprising- 
ly small crop. The government con- 
dition report will appear September 
1. August is 7.8 per cent if 7.8 per 
cent be subtracted from 64.7 per 
cent, the July condition, the August 
25 condition will be 56.9 per cent, 
which is the lowest condition for 
twenty-five years except for 1918, 
and from the drought and weevil de- 
terioration it would not be surpris- 
ing if the condition is lower than 
56.9 per cent, although more than 
average deterioration from the low 
condition of July 25 would be ex- 
ceptional.”

Fluctuations continued 
along these lines the greater part 
of the session, trade being mainly 
local. Some buying of September 
and selling of December was noted. 

Toward the finish the buying 
power improved on the breaks and 
the export business figures stimu- 
lated it further, . 

Corn was generally lower de- 
spite Monday’s export business at 
the Seaboard of around two million 
bushels and local sales today of 
200,000 bushels to the same ac- 
count. Hot weather southwest 
which was calculated to mature 
the corn rapidly was a factor in this 
development, 

Oats exhibited a fairly strong un- 


the range of prices narrow. Ship- 
ping demand was reported slow in 
this grain but country offerings de- 
clined. 

Provisions withstood a further 
break in live hog prices mainly be- 
cause packing house representatives 
were moderate buyers of lard. The 
trade extended to ribs.

BIG FARM BILL 
SIN DEADLOGK 


Washington, August 23.—Nego- 
tiations between the house and sen- 
ate in an effort to reach an agree- 
ment on the bill which would make 
$1,000,000 available for facilitating 
the exportation of agricultural prod- 
ucts came to ah abrupt halt today, 
conferees deadlocked over two ma- 
jor provisions of the measure, ad- 
journing without fixing a time for 
another conference session.
